Dear Harvey: 



As per /our request regarding my actions as President o-f Tamarack 
Council 3SA involving Curtis Buttel, here are the facts, as I 
recal 1 them . 

I was Council President from Hay 1980 until May 1934, Although I do 

not remember the date of the incident, I believe it was near the 

end of mv term in office. Unfortunately, Oave Greenlaw, the Scout 

Executive and I had previously been involved with another Scouter 

in a similar incident, and I remember Dave being very insistent 

that we rigidly follow the 3SA guidelines whenever a complaint was 

rQcsl^^d invoivino alleoed sexual misconduct between a registered 
Scouter and a Scout. 

I do not remember the name of the boy or family who made the 
complaint against Curtis Buttel (pronounced *Biddle rt >, but I do 
remember meeting at the Council Office at Sacred Heart School in 
Lyndhurst with David Greenlaw and Curtis 8uttel . I am not positive, 
but I believe George Pfaff, Scoutmaster of Troop 4, was also 
pr esen t . 

At the meeting, Dave Greenlaw and I presented Curtis with the 
complaint we had received, and informed htm that* in accordance 
with 3SA regulations we had no choice but to immediately suspend 
him from all Scouting activities, I also believe that a letter had 
been typed up by Dave and presented to Curtis at the meeting, 
formally suspending him, and informing him that under 9SA 
regulations, he had the opportunity to request the formation of a 
review board and a hearing at a later date, but that, pending the 
outcome of that hearing he was forbidden to have anything to do 
wi th Scouts. 

I also recall that Curtis did not really deny the incident that was 
described, but rather indicated that if any contact had been made, 
it was inadvertant. However, to my knowledge, Curtis never 
requested a review, and left Troop 4. I did not have further 
con tac t with him.
